In theory a. mandate is an order from . 
a league of the civilized nations of tiie : 
world to one of those cations, maklag . 
it responsible for the welfare of a cer- j 
tain nation or piece of territory con- j 
sidered to be less civilized. The ideal 
of the mandate is that the civilized I 
nations, instead of exploiting the back- j 
ward ones, each as it can. should rare i 
for them tenderly and be responsible j 
to the whole world for the results. 
j 


In practice, a mandate :s permission • 


given by the powers which won the j 
late war. to one of those powers, to 
supervise the affairs of some back- 
ward country. The mandatory nation 
enjoys ctrtain advantages in that terri- 
tory, but it also has certain responsi- 
bilities to tie league of nations, which 
if enforced, vtould raise the develop- 
ment of the backward countries to a 
higher level both from the economic 
and the humanitarian point of view. 
Of course, in this matter everything 
real'y depends upon what the council 
of the league of nations wants to do 
and is able to do. 


The mandates also seeks to keep one 


r.af.on from exploiting exclusively a 
backward territory, and to give the 
other members of Use league certain 
rights in it. But it does not do as 
much for the nations which are nor 
members of the league. And that is 
the chief interest of the mandate for 
the Unite-i States. By reason of our 
failure to join the league, we bare not 
in the opinion of the members of the 
league, the same rights in machinery 
territory that they have although we 
bore a full share in the war. 


The council of the league of nations 


ackaov. ledges three chief kinds of man- 
dates. The A class mandates cover 
former Turkish possesPion? including 
Mesopotamia. The B c'.ass iu;.i ..dates 
cover islands of the Pacific, south of 
theEquator, and the t," class mandates 
cover islands in the Paciflc north of 
the Equator. The Palestine mandate 
is in a sene a fourtbkiod. 


It is often said that A, in mandatory 


language, stands for oil, and C stands 
for cables. In the administration of 
the B. c!ass mandate, therefore, is any- 
where, we v.-ni see exemplified that 
high international a'truism which is 
supposed to be the motive of the man- 
date.

According to the terms of this man- 


date. Samoa is to be administered by 
Xew Zealand; Nauru (Pleasant Island) 
in the Pacific Ocean, a short distance 
south of the Equator, by Great Britain 
German Southwest Africa by theUnion 
of South Africa; and former Germaa 
possessions In th6 Paciflc south of the 
Equator (ather than Samoa and Na- 
un:.) by Australia, 


These mandates of class B. provide 


for the promotion and material well 
being of the territories under manda- 
tory 
power. 
They 
prohibit slave 


traffic and forced labor in these terri- 
tories except for the essential public 
works for which adequate renumera- 
tion is paid. These mandates do not 
affect the individual ownership of land 
in the territories 
under mandatory 


rule. Tbe tares and general policy are 
more or less affected by such a change 
of govtrament. 
In accordance with 


the Treaty of VerEaJJies ail of the for- 
mer German possessions will be so af- 
fected. 


Mandates prohibit traffic In arms 


and ammunition between the natives 
of the mandatory territories and other 
countries. Intoxicants for the natives 
are prohibited and military training ot 
the natiies forbidden except for police 
and local defense forces accessary to 
keep peace. On the other hand, the 
power holding the mandatory right is 
not allowed to build military or naval 
bases or to establish any fortifications 
in the territory under its authority. 


The free eiercses of all forms of re- 


ligious worship is allowed, and mem- 
bers of the league of nations, shall be 
permitted to travel and reside in the 
territories and follow their callings. 
Provis'oss are made for educational 
freedom and advancement, also. 


Mandatories are required to report 


to the league of nar;onF annually on 
the territory under mandatory rule 
and the measures taken to carry out 
their obligations in accordance with 
tht above rulings. 


The consent of th«» council of the 


league of nations Is required to matte 
an> modification of the terms of a 
mandate. 


This ceciaration 5s deposited in the 


archievcF of the league of nations and 
copies forwarded to ai! the powers sig- 
natory to the treaty of peace with 
Germany. It Is to be noted that "mem- 
bers of the league of nations," are 
granted special privileges, according 
to the terms of Buch ;nandat<*s as the 
above, but associate powers are not 
necessarily Included In these privi- 
leges on mandatory territories. The 
United States is, of course, an associ- 
ated power, having never joined the 
league of nations or signed the peac* 
treaty.
